We  are  allasrare  of  holiday  population  in  Dorchester.  In  an  area 
with  a seaboard  the  effect  of  holiday  population  becomes  important 
to  many  public  services.  Water  supplies,  sewage  works  and  refuse 
collection  services  are  fully  extended.  Pood  shops  and  public  houses 
have  greatly  increased  sales,  swimming  pools  are  taking  full  loads, 
and  public  conveniences  and  lay  bys  become  repositories  for  all 
manner  of  waste. 

Most  townspeople  now  have  access  to  a vehicle  either  by  owning 
or  hiring  a car  or  even  borrowing  a delivery  van.  This  is  changing 
the  use  of  a riiral  area  in  the  summer.  Coastal  towns  with  boarding 
houses  no  longer  monopaliac  the  holiday  maker  who  now  finds  caravannh^ 
tenting  and  bed  and  breakfasting  more  to  his  liking.  Some  families 
spend  many  hundreds  of  pounds  on  equipment  and  there  are  many  touring 
caravans  on  our  roads  in  sxiramer,  car  and  caravan  having  cost  £3,000 
or  more.  In  1970  an  attempt  was  made  to  calculate  the  additional 
summer  population  at  the  height  of  the  season  in  two  Rural  Districts 
for  which  I am  responsible,  I thought  that  this  Council  may  be 
interested  in  the  figures  below:

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  the  n\iraber  of  deaths  among  infants 
under  one  year  of  age  per  thousand  registered  live  births.  There  was 
one  infantile  death  under  one  year  of  age  and  l6l  births  in  the  area. 


The  National  Rate  was  18  deaths  among  infants  under  one  year  of 
age  per  thousand  live  births  and  the  Dorset  Rate  was  13  deaths.  Our 
figure  is  too  small,  to  work  out  an  accurate  comparative  rate  but  the 
approximate  figure  compares  favourably  with  the  County  Infantile 
Mortality  Rate. 


CONTROL  OP  COmiUNICABLE  DISEASE 


(a) 


Diphtheria.  Whooping  Cough  and  Poliomyelitis;  No  notifications  of  these 
diseases  were  received  during  1970,  This  satisfactory  position  is  due 
entirely  to  the  national  immunisation  schemes.  A few  cases  continue  to 
occur  in  England  and  V/ales  so  that  it  is  vital  to  continue  with  this  work. 


Tetanus ; This  disease  became  notifiable  in  19^9 • No  notifications  have 
been  received  so  far.  This  is  partly  due  to  a national  immunisation 
campaign  against  the  disease,  also  because  infection  by  the  tetanus  spore  is 
ft  rare  though  none  the  less  serious  event.  Theoretically  the  tetanus 
spore  is  everjnwhere  outdoors,  and  gains  access  to  the  body  through  a skin 
wound.  The  spore  prefers  to  live  without  oxygen  so  that  a deep  puncture 
wound  is  more  likely  to  encourage  grov/th  of  the  organism  rather  than 
a graze.  Barbed  wire,  lacerations  from  mechanical  equipment 
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in  the  field,  motor  cycle  accidents  etc,  are  typical  evctThg 
prejudicing  an  infection. 

To  be  immune  adults  and  children  need  three  doses  of  tetanus 
toxoid  at  the  prescribed  intervals,  followed  by  a boosting  injection 
every  five  years.  Persons  who  received  injections  in  the  armed 
services  many  years  ago  believe  that  they  are  still  immune,  others 
who  after  a cut  receive  anti-tetanus  serum  think  that  they  are 
permanently  immune.  Nothing  could  be  further  from  the  case. 

Measles;  Ninety  six  cases  of  measles  were  notified  during  the  year. 

In  previous  years  many  hundreds  of  cases  have  been  notified.  This 
improvement  is  due  to  Measles  vaccination  and  it  is  interesting  that 
I am  now  frequently  asked  for  advice  on  Measles  prevention  either  in 
a family  or  connected  with  a place  of  work. 

In  the  case  of  the  former  a young  baby  is  usually  involved,  in 
the  case  of  the  latter  employers  are  anxious  to  avoid  the  nuiaance 
value  of  the  disease  in  time  lost  from  work.  The  vaccine  can  be  used 
preventively  if  given  soon  enough  after  exposure.

Cerman  Measles;  This  disease  is  not  notifiable  and  its  effect  on  the 
average  patient  is  mild;  ' The  danger  lies  in  the  effect , exposure  to 
the  virus  has  on  the  foetus  especially  during  the  first  three  months 
of  pregnancy.  If  pregnant  women  know  they  have  been  contacts  of  a 
case  up  to  the  sixteenth  week  of  pregnancy  it  is  advisable  for  them 
to  consult  their  doctors.  It  is  now  possible  to  find  by  serological 
means  whether  they  are  immune.  If  they  are  not  immune  further 
serology  in  four  weeks  may  show  an  increase  in  antibody  concentration 
demonstrating  that  an  infection  has  taken  place.  Consideration  may 
then  be  given  to  terminating  the  pregnancy.

yield  to  a national  vaccination  caaipaisn  agdlaist  the  disease 
commenced  during  the  year.  Vaccination  against  G-erman  Measles  will  be 
offered  in  Dorset  to  girls  in  their  fourteenth  year,  through  the  County 
Council  scheme.  The  vaccine  is  also  available  to  family  doctors  and  there 
is  no  reason  why  older  girls  should  not  have  it,  except  that  they  must 
be  absolutely  sure  that  they  are  not  pregnant  at  the  time  of  receiving 
the  vaccine  nor  liable  to  conceive  for  two  months  afterwards. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis;  In  1970  responsibility  for  the  follow  up  of" 
local  contacts  from  this  disease  was  accepted  by  the  County  Health 
Department.  Health  Visitors  trace  contacts  and  give  advice.  It  is 
also  necessary  to  decide  upon  procedure,  arrange  chest  x-rays  and  possibly 
B.C.G-.  vaccinate  young  children.  One  case  was  notified  during  the  year 
and  it  was  necessary  for  me  to  arrange  a mass  radiography  session  at  a 
place  of  work.  Public  co-operation  and  understanding  is  usually  very 
good, 

(b)  Infections  against  which  routine  immunisation  is  not  offered; 

Infective  Jaundice;  Three  cases  were  notified,  all  were  thought  to  be 
caused  by  the  Infectious  Hepatitis  virus.  On  each  occasion  there  was 
no  known  contact  with  another  case  of  the  disease  but  as  the  virus 
is  usually  conveyed  by  infected  stools,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that 
two  of  the  patients  were  nurses  and  the  third  was  a child  at  school  who 
could  possibly  have  become  infected  after  using  public  lavatories.  The 
first  line  of  defence  against  the  infection  is  of  course  to  wash  the 
hands  after  being  associated  with  potentially  contaminated  places.  The 
second  line  of  defence  is  to  encourage  patients  known  to  have  the  disease 
to  wash  after  going  to  stool  and  to  use  an  individual  towel  for  a month 
or  more  after  the  onset  of  symptoms.  We  are  not  sure  when  a patient 
becomes  non-infectious  but  we  suspect  that  infectivity  is  maximal  about 
the  time  the  patient  feels  ill. 

Other  Diseases; 

One  case  of  Scabies  was  also  notified. 

Salmonella  infection  of  the  bowel  is  also  brought  to  my  attention 
from  time  to  time.  This  is  not  necessarily  notifiable  as  it  depends  upon 
the  form  v/hich  the  infection  takes.  The  patient,  a baby  was  found  to  be 
a carrier  which  caused  the  mother,  a nurse,  to  be  off  duty  for  a considerable 
period. 

All  cases  of  infectious  disease  are  followed  up  by  the  public  health 
inspectors  or  myself  and  the  importance  of  each  case  considered.  Sometimes 
no  further  action  is  taken,  and  sometimes  it  is  necessary  to  trace  the 
cause  back.  Depending  upon  the  nature  of  their  employment  contacts  may 

fco  work  or  other  health  authorities  may  need  to  be  informed. 
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PUBLIC  HEAI.TH  - LABORATORY 


Specimens  for  bacteriological  examination  are  deaLt  with  at  the 
Dorchester  Public  Health  Laboratory  under  the  directorship  of 
Doctor  G-.  H.  Tee.  This  laboratory  gives  us  an  excellent  ’’on  the  spot" 
service. 

JOINT  mdlCAl-  OFPICER  OF  HEAI.TH  APPOINTMENT 


Commencing  in  November  I969  the  Dorchester  and  West  Dorset  County 
Districts  agreed  to  combine  with  the  Dorset  County  Council  to  form 
a joint  medical  officer  appointment,  I have  now  had  the  opportunity 
to  work  this  area  for  one  year. 

I have  to  confess  that  when  the  appointment  was  constituted 
Local  &overnment  revision  was  much  talked  about,  and  I felt  that  this 
type  of  appointment  would  cease  within  three  or  four  years.  The  work 
of  course  would  go  on,  but  it  is  unlikely  that  one  doctor  would  be 
responsible  for  the  diverse  functions  of  the  present  M.O.H.  appointment, 
It  is  more  likely  that  some  of  these  functions  ?;ill  be  adsorbed  by 
other  medical  practitioners,  or  appointments  will  be  created  to  cover 
one  function  over  a T/ider  area. 

The  new  joint  appointment  works  well  and  uses  a medical  officer 
for  medical  decisions  and  advice,  rather  than  administrative  ones. 

It  leaves  Chief  Public  Health  Inspectors  more  firmly  in  charge  of 
day  to  day  functions  in  the  Health  Departments  which  makes  for 
better  working  relationships  at  all  levels.  Daily  appointments  are 
made  by  m3?'  clerk  if  necessary  in  my  absence  and  Council  staff  know 
that  they  have  only  to  telephone  to  book  my  time. 

The  total  resident  population  of  the  joint  area  is  58,000  but 
virhen  peak  working  is  experienced  between  mid  June  to  mid  August 
I am  sure  this  number  must  rise  to  90,000  or  more.  This  summer 
population  movement  brings  its  own  problems.  The  warm  weather 
increases  the  risk  of  intestinal  infections  and  one  quickly  becomes 
involved  in  investigations  and  complaints  with  London  and  the 
Midlands . 

As  far  as  routine  work  is  concerned  I am  able  to  get  to  most 
Health  Committees  none  of  which  conflict.  The  Joint  Public  Health 
staffing  arrangements  in  Bridport  M.B,  and  R.D.C,  are  very  helpful 
and  time  saving  to  me.

Cigarctto  c.moicing  Is  assoclated  with  such  illnesses  as  Ischaemic 
Heart  Disease,  Lung  Cancer  and  Bronchitis.  The  remedy  to  some  of 
this  premature  disease  is  to  an  extent  in  our  own  hands.  Pew  persons 
cannot  by  now  have  heard  of  the  dangers  of  smoking  but  they  do  little 
about  it. 

Is  this  an  indictment  of  early  educational  measures?  It  is 
generally  believed  that  children  start  smoking  at  twelve  to  thirteen 
years.  Do  they  become  addicted  to  nicotine  before  their  minds  are 
sufficiently  developed  to  weigh  the  consequences?  One  of  the  best 
methods  of  teaching  is  to  set  an  example.  This  has  far  better  and 
longer  lasting  effects  than  formal  lectures,  films  and  other  mass 
media.  Smokers  therefore  are  not  only  killing  themselves,  they  are 
setting  an  example  of  a bad  habit  to  the  young  which  perpetuates 
itself  through  generations. 

It  is  difficult  for  us  as  a sanitary  authority  to  encourage 
our  townsfolk  not  to  put  on  weight,  not  to  smoke  etc.  but  there  is 
one  matter  which  we  could  fight  for  which  would  greatly  help  young 
and  old.  Having  walked  in  several  modern  shopping  precincts  of 
late  I would  like  to  join  the  ranks  of  those  who  wish  to  bring 
about  the  closure  of  South  Street  to  vehicular  traffic,  at  least 
on  peak  shopping  days,  as  soon  as  possible.  The  relief  from  the 
tension  of  constantly  guarding  life  and  limb  whilst  shopping  is 
quite  an  experience.  The  popularity  of  our  open  market  is  not 
only  due  to  its  quaintness  and  to  the  bargains  on  sale  there.  It 
is  because  families  can  meander  through  it  and  the  hands  of  children 
can  be  relinquished  while  mothers  examine  the  goods.  I can  quite 
understand  why  shopping  precincts  experience  increased  sales. 

Contrast  our  "middle  of  the  road  policy"  with  the  fast  one  way 
traffic  systems  which  turn  the  centres  of  other  towns  into  a 
Brands  Hatch  and  one  can  readily  understand  how  their  shopping 
centres  die.  A shopping  precinct  in  Dorchester  would  relieve 
much  stress  and  remove  the  risk  of  motor  vehicles  and  pedestrians 
mixing,  A decision  to  embark  upon  this  needs  courage  and  perhaps 
some  initial  unpopularity.  May  we  have  a trial  day  per  week  please?

Sewage  is  treated  at  Louds  Mill  Works  which  was  modernised  in 
1962,  The  design  capacity  here  is  for  14,400  persons  and  our 
population  in  1970  rose  to  13,760  persons.  As  there  is  still  some 
ground  water  infiltration  in  the  sewerage  system  these  works  are 
really  fiinctioning  to  capacity.  During  the  year  part  of  the  high 
level  sewer  in  the  South  Walks/lcen  Way  area  was  cleansed  as  far 
as  Ackerman  Road.  Considerable  deposits  of  silt  were  removed. 
Sewers  were  extended  on  the  St.  Georges  Road  Estate  to  serve  the 
new  Council  houses  there.  There  was  also  an  extension  of  sewers 
in  the  Castle  Park  area.  Here  the  sewage  drains  to  a pumping 
station  which  raises  it  along  a pumping  main,  under  the  railway  to 
the  head  of  the  sewer  in  Herringston  Road. 

No  new  construction  work  took  place  at  the  sewage  works  but  a 
standby  screw  pump  and  motor  were  purchased.  When  in  action  two 
pumps  raise  sewage  to  the  top  of  the  digesters.  In  former  years 
the  efficiency  of  the  regular  pumps  which  do  this  work  has  been 
impaired  by  silt  and  gas  production  has  been  reduced.  A standby 
pump  will  remedy  this.  The  Consulting  Engineers  were  asked  in 
April  to  report  to  the  Council  on  the  efficiency  of  the  present 
sewage  works,  and  advice  was  requested  on  whether  any  extensions 
should  take  place.

Forty-one  applications  for  Standard  Grants  were  received,  thirty- 
seven  of  which  were  approved.  Twenty-eight  applications  (twenty-six 
approved)  were  from  owner-occupiers  and  thirteen  (eleven  approved)  in 
respect  of  tenanted  houses.  During  the  year  thirty  houses  were  improved 
and  Standard  Grants  paid.

expense  - these  will  be  reported  to  the  Ribl.lo  Health 
Committee  for  action  under  the  Housing  Act,  1957; 

(b)  houses  which  are  unfit  but  capable  of  reconditioning  and 

improvement  - informal  action  v/ill  be  taken  on  these 
properties;

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There  is  no  legal  standard  for  the  cleanliness  of  ice-cream  and 
the  results  of  samples  taken  are  judged  on  the  following  provisional 
standard: - 

Over  a six-monthly  period,  50  per  cent  of  a vendor's  samples 
should  fall  into  Grade  1 , 80  per  cent  into  Grades  1 and  2,  not 
more  than  20  per  cent  into  Grade  3 a^id  none  into  Grade  2f, 

If  a source  of  ice-cream  fails  to  comply  with  the  provisional 
standard  we  are  dependent  upon  the  goodwill  and  co-operation  of  the 
manufacturer.  In  such  cases  the  manufacturer  and  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  of  the  district  v/here  the  factory  is  situated  are 
informed  of  the  unsatisfactory  results. 

The  national  manufacturers  of  ice-cream  maintain  a very  high 
standard  of  pre-packed  article  and  therefore  there  is  little  purpose  in 
taking  numerous  samples  of  such  ice-cream.  Only  three  samples  of 
pre-packed  ice-cream  were  taken. 

Seventy-seven  samples  of  bulk  supplies  of  ice-cream  were  taken 
from  hotels  and  restaurants.  Again  these  can  be  expected  to  be  produced 
to  a high  standard  but  if  not  correctly  stored  and  handled  once  the 
cans  have  been  opened  obviously  the  condition  of  the  ice-cream  will 
deterioriate.  The  purpose  of  this  sampling,  therefore,  is  to  check 
that  storage  conditions  are  satisfactory  and,  by  taking  samples  both 
with  a sterile  spatula  and  the  servers  in  use,  that  the  servers  are 
efficiently  cleansed. 

A much  v/ider  variation  in  bacterial  condition  is  found  in  soft 
ice-cream  because  of  the  need  to  establish  and  maintain  a satisfactory 
routine  for  cleansing  and  sterilising  the  machinery  used.  If  there  is 
the  least  relaxation  in  this  standard  then  \insatisfactory  samples  can  be 
expected.

Amongst  interesting  work  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  were  the  following, 

A complaint  was  received  of  the  sour  condition  of  confectionery 
supplied  by  London  manufacturers  and  given  by  them  a shelf  life  of 
sixteen  weeks.  The  local  dealer  made  available  to  us  a box  of  the 
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confectionery  which  was  room  temperature.  Saraples  of  the 

confectinriR-ry  -vu'-ro  tnjcen  each  ViToek  for  sixteen  weeks  and  submitted  to 
the  Laboratory.  The  resuilts  shov/ed  no  significant  bacteriological 
change  over  the  period  and  confirmed  that  the  recommended  shelf  life 
was  satisfactory. 

A high  bacterial  count  was  fo\xnd  in  a small  nimber  of  packs  of 
sliced  bacon.  As  a result  some  packs  had  a very  short  shelf  life 
before  the  contents  became  unsound.  Our  investigation  suggested  that 
the  continued  use  of  slicing  machinery  resulted  in  a build  up  of 
bacteria  which  were  then  transferred  to  the  sliced  bacon.  Extensive 
swabbing  of  the  machinery  and  examination  of  the  swabs  by  the  Laboratory 
confirmed  the  conditions  and  the  company  involved  introduced  an 
additional  cleansing  routine.  At  midday  the  production  is  halted,  the 
machinery  dismantled  and  thoroughly  cleansed  before  further  use. 

During  the  year,  in  addition  to  ice-creean  and  slaughterhouse  meat 
samples  noted  elsewlisre  in  this  report,  we  submitted  five  hundred  and 
sixty-five  specimens  of  food  for  examination.  I should  like  to  record 
my  thanks  to  Dr,  G-,  H,  Tee,  the  Director,  and  his  staff  at  the  Laboratory 
for  their  help  which  is  so  readily  given. 

Unsoimd  food.  The  quantities  of  food  found  to  be  unsound  and 
voliintarily  stirrendered  to  the  Department  for  disposal  are  shown  in  the 
follov/ing  table.  The  food  is  surrendered  at  the  office  of  the 
inspectors  and  disposed  of  by  burying  at  the  Council's  refuse  tip.

The  Depaxtment ' s responsibilities  v/ere  to  ensure  (a)  if  regular 
inspection  of  the  birds  by  a public  health  inspector  was  not  possible, 
that  the  system  of  rejection  by  the  proprietor  v/as  working  effectively 
and  (b)  inspection  of  the  premises  under  the  Pood  Hygiene  (General)

Cysticercus  bovis  is  the  cystic  form  of  hTjman  taeniasis  (tape- 
worn  in  man)  and  cattle  inspected  were  subject  to  routine  examination 
of  the  head,  tongue  and  heart.  One  case  of  cysticercus  bovis  was 
found.  The  carcase  was  submitted  to  cold  storage  and  kept  at  the 
prescribed  temperature  before  release  for  consumption.

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7.  SLAUG-HTER  OF  AMD/IALS  ACT,  1958 


Thirteen  slaughtermen  employed  at  the  local  slaughterhouses  were 
licensed  to  slaughter  or  stun  cattle,  sheep,  pigs  and  goats  with  a 
mechanically  operated  instrument  of  the  captive  bolt  pistol  type  or  an 
electrically  operated  instrument  (electrolethaler) . No  licences  to 
slaughter  horses  within  the  Borough  have  been  issued. 

8,  WATER  SUEELjlES. 

The  Borough  is  supplied  v/ith  water  by  the  Dorset  Water  Board. 

The  supply  is  adequate  and  potable. 

The  Water  Board  samples  the  town  sources  v/eekly  and  ad  so  does 
some  sampling  of  peripheral  supplies.  The  results  of  the  sampling  are 

made  available  to  the  Public  Health  Department  several  months  in  arrear. 
Under  Part  III  of  the  Public  Headth  Act,  1936,  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
local  authority  to  ascertain  the  sufficiency  and  wholesomeness  of  water 
supplies  in  their  district.  For  this  purpose  the  public  health 
inspectors  sanple  peripheral  mains  water  each  vreek. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-one  routine  samples  were  taken  from 
distribution  points  by  the  public  health  inspectors.  These  samples 
v/ere  judged  on  the  standard  recommended  in  the  Poirrth  Edition  of  "The 
Bacteriological  Examination  of  Y/ater  Supplies"  issued  by  the  Department 
of  Health  and  Social  Sec\irity,  Five  samples  showed  local  pollution 
but  repeat  samples  gave  satisfactory  results. 

Four  houses  (four  persons)  and  fifty  caravans  (one  himdred 
persons)  are  served  by  external  stand-pipes.  In  all  other  dwelling 
houses  the  supply  is  taken  indoors. 


9.  DRAINAGE. 

Three  hundred  and  ninety-nine  visits  were  made  to  inspect  and 
test  new  drains.  One  hiindred  and  sixty -foLU*  visits  were  made  to 
inspect  and  test  old  drains. 

Only  a smalx  number  of  premises  are  not  connected  to  the  meiin 
sewerage  system,  less  than  forty  being  served  by  cesspool  or  septic 
tanlc.

The  main  provisions  of  the  Act  came  into  force  in  1964  and  by 
early  in  1969  all  registered  premises  had  received  at  leasfe  one  general 
inspection. 

Section  17  of  the  Act  requires  every  dangerous  part  of  any 
machinery  used  on  a registered  premises  to  be  secxorely  fenced.  Under 
Section  20  of  the  Act  the  Secretary  of  State  made  the  Offices,  Shops 
and  Railway  Premises  (Hoists  and  Lifts)  Regulations,  1968,  v/hich  came 
into  force  in  May,  1969  and  vdiich  set  out  precautions  to  be  observed 
in  the  construction  and  use  of  lifts  and  hoists.  A survey  of 
machinery  and  lifts  commenced  in  1969  and  was  completed  in  1970  and 
revealed  forty-five  premises  virith  machinery  in  use  and  thirt^^-one  types 
of  machinery.  Only  five  machines  were  found  to  be  not  properly 
guarded  and  the  occupiers  of  the  premises  were  asked  to  provide  the 
necessary  guards.
